The applicant argues that claims 1-6 are directed to "a telecommunication signal frame" and may be classified as an article of 
manufacture. The examiner disagrees. It is not true that "a telecommunication signal frame" classified as an article of manufacture. 
Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to data struture and is not tangible, which is non- 
statutory subject matter. Claims 1-6 comprise no method steps. 

The applicant argues that claims 7-15 are directed to "a method for optimizing the time management of the information," and may be 
classified as a process. It is not true that "a method for optimizing the time management of the information," classified as a process. 
Claims 7-15 are reject under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to a mass of data arrangement, which is non- 
statutory subject matter. 

Claims 17-23 are reject under 35 U.S.C. because the claimed invention is directed to non-technological arts, which is non-statutory 
subject matter. 

Furthermore, claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C.112, second paragraph: in claim 15 line 2, recites the limitation "computer readable 
medium" lack clear antecedent basis.
